Citizens that had to do in the Maſſacre 3 and diſtributed his 
Holineſſes bleſſings amongſt them.

The Duke of Gniſe and his Brother were not killed for 
their Religion, for they were killed by one of the ſame 
Religion, and one that was bent againſt the Proteſtants as 
much as they. Only becanſe he ſpared the blood of the 
Proteſtants your zealots hated him 3 and ſo much the more, 
becauſe a Proteſtant being his Heir , he would not declare 
him uncapable of the Succeſſion, For theſe cauſes, by the

Pray Sir, may it not well be ſaid, that Papiſts cannot live with- 
owt per ſecuting Proteſtants ? when we ſee a Popiſh King ſtabb'd 
and damned for not perſecuting them enough, or for doing 
the work of the Lord negligently. 


[If it were for Dofrine that Hugorots ſuffered in France, this 
hanghty Monarch world ſoon defiroy them now, having neither Force nor 
Town to refiſt his Might and Puiſſance: They yet live free enough, bting 
even M(mbers of Parliament and may convert the Kings Brother 100, if he 
think fittobe ſo.

You fay, if this were true, then this hanghty Menarch 
wonld ſun deſtroy his Hugonots now.

cated his Book, In which he mentions, among other Books 
of this nature, one written by Leſley concerning the Queen 
of Scots Title ; another by Heghinton for the King of Spging 
Title; and another concerning the Prince of Parma's ;

This Charater would better agree with many a Head of 
a Charch whom we coultd-name you,then with Henry VIII.

Yet the Breves had ſo wrought upon (aterby, that he

Chamber, or certainly by that Letter of warning to my Lord 
Monteagle, which was the happy occaſion of the Diſcovery of

In Farwick-ſhire, where the Princeſs Elizabeth then was, 
they had appointed a meeting, under the pretence of a 
Hanting-Match, to (eize upon her, the ſame day in which 
the King and his Male Iſſue were to have been deſtroyed, 
There met about fourſcore of them, which was a number 
ſufficient for thac buſineſs.
